Victims’ Voice 
is ‘no benefit 
to the county’

THE decision to spend £10,000 
on a part-time leader for the 
newly launched Victims’ 
Commission has been slammed 
by the Taxpayers’ Alliance. 

Angela Sarkis will lead the 
Victims’ Voice drive and be paid 
the equivalent of £400 a day. 

Ms Sarkis lives in Middlesex and 
will only work three or four days a 
week until September. 

The initiative will look across all 
the current services which sup¬ 
port victims of crime to examine 
whether these services fully 
understand and meet their needs. 

Her findings will be published 
in September and it is believed 
the Victims’ Commission is a 
national first. 

Eleanor McGrath, Campaign 
Manager for the TaxPayers’ 
Alliance, said: “It’s essential vic¬ 
tims of crime feel able to speak up 
about crimes that have been com¬ 
mitted. 

“However, people will struggle 
to see the benefit of this one part-

time appointee when the onus 
needs to be on the entire police 
force to effect cultural change. 

“This new position looks like 
another level of unnecessary 
bureaucracy being introduced 
when there are underlying prob¬ 
lems which need to be tackled. 

“The PCC should concentrate on 
ensuring the police budget is 
spent effectively on frontline 
police officers who, in turn, need 
to make victims feel comfortable 
enough to speak up.” 


Ms Sarkis said: “I am going to 
work hard at putting the victim at 
the front of the agenda. This is 
happening on a national scale 
and this feels like a really impor¬ 
tant part in the crime commis¬ 
sioner’s work in the county. 

“I tend to think victims are an 
afterthought and as a result they 
are not at the heart of the crimi¬ 
nal justice system. 

“I want to look at how they are 
going to be supported , how they 
are looked after and who are they 
going to be given a voice. 

“The victim needs to know how 
the offender will be punished and 
the punishment is appropriate.” 

A PCC spokesman said: “This is 
utter nonsense. It would have 
been far better if Eleanor McGrath 
had fully acquainted herself with 
the facts before she launched into 
such a ludicrous attack.” 

Nick Hall, Victim Support divi¬ 
sional manager for 

Northamptonshire, said: “All vic¬ 
tims of crime need a voice. 

“If the Victims’ Commission will 
help achieve that, then we wel¬ 
come it.”

Hostel objectors meet in car park 
to voice worry over 42-bed plan

TENSIONS ran high at a public meet¬ 
ing about plans to build a homeless 
‘hostel’ as about 200 people crowded 
outside a hall to hear an MP speak on 
the issue. 

The gathering, organised by the 
Lakeview Residents’ Association, was 
in opposition against a planning appli¬ 
cation that was submitted to 
Northampton Borough Council to turn 
a former care home in Churchill 
Avenue, Northampton, into a 42-bed 
‘hostel’. 

Last week, the Herald & Post reported 
that a petition had been started by the 
residents’ association. 

An initial meeting last week was 
attended by almost 100 people. 

Residents in the surrounding area are 
angry about the proposal and its poten¬ 
tial impact on the area, especially on 
the children’s park nearby and the 
feeling that misinfor¬ 
mation has

Posters had 
allegedly been 
put up in the 
area saying it 
Would be ‘student 
accommodation’.

planning proposal, it it would provide 
‘short to medium term temporary 
accommodation’. 

Michael Ellis, MP for Northampton 


North, hosted the meeting - and had to 
stand on a chair in the middle of the car 
park to be heard by all the attendees. 
He said: “There has been a fantastic 


turnout. The fact that we had to hold it 
outside in the car park just shows how 
people are really upset about this. 

“I have never seen such a strong move¬ 
ment of opposition. 

“People are against this for reasons of 
anti-social behaviour, noise abatement 
and parking. 

“The homeless people themselves do 
not want this facility here as it is far 
away from all the town centre ameni¬ 
ties. 

“I wrote to 550 people to tell them 
about this meeting and have already 
put my letter of objection in. 

“I will be following this through to the 
end.” 

Nicky Whitlock, chairman of the resi¬ 
dents’ association, said: “Tensions are 
really high here. There is a lot of con¬ 
cern, fear and worry about the propos¬ 
al.” 

Ben Wesson, who is the Labour’s 
County Council candidate for 
Boothville and Parklands ward, said: “I 
do believe there has been inadequate 
consultation about this and from what I 
am hearing from the homeless people I 
have spoken to, they also do not want 
this. 

“Make sure your voice is heard and 
object to this.” 

Any objections must be made to the 
borough council by Monday. 

It is expected that a decision will be 
made in June or July.

A MAN was found to be com¬ 
mitting burglary after pic¬ 
tures of his wedding were 
spotted on Facebook.

The plant driver from 
Bletchley thought that when 
he wed divorcee Sheila his 
divorce had come through. 

When the wedding pictures 


appeared on Facebook the 
police were called because he 
was still legally married to 
his now ex-wife Rachel, 26. 

When Sheila found the 
truth she ditched Floodgate 
as well. 

Floodgate pleaded guilty to 
committing bigamy on June 
5 last year. He was sentenced 
to 20 weeks in jail on Monday

At an earlier hearing in 
Wellingborough, prosecutor 
John Cavener said: “The 
defendant formed a relation¬

“He went over and met the 
lady and after a very short 
space of time they decided to 
get married. Unfortunately 
he was separated and going 
through divorce proceed¬ 
ings, but was not divorced.” 

A decree nisi was granted 
on June 12, 2012 - eight days 
after the Vegas wedding. On 
July 26, 2012, the decree 
absolute was granted by 
Milton Keynes county court. 

Floodgate told the court: “I 
was just confused. I had lots 
of things going on in my 
head.”

‘Monitor who has 
dogs’ - councillor

A DOG owner and Liberal 
Democrat thinks dog licens¬ 
ing could conquer the ‘on or 
off lead' issue. 

Councillor Sally 

Beardsworth’s response 
comes after readers contact¬ 
ed the Herald & Post after a 
story about a ‘dangerous’ 
boxer dog in Bradlaugh 
Fields, Northampton. 

This sparked a debate as to 
whether or not it is safe for all 
dogs to be off their leads in 
public areas. 

Cllr Beardsworth, county 
council ward member for 
Kingsthorpe, said: “I think it’s 
down to responsible owners, 
if they are aggressive then 
keep them on their lead and 


it’s not the dog’s fault. 

“Some dogs are a bit boister¬ 
ous at their best and aggres¬ 
sive at their worst. 

“Owners need to keep them 
under control. I would like to 
see dog licensing brought 
back.” 

She allows her Labrador 
Collie mix Lily, four, off her 
lead in large parks and fields. 
She said: “She can be a bit 
nervous of people but is very 
gentle with children. 

“Owners should also make 
sure they have plenty of bags 
- you wouldn’t forget if it was 
a baby’s nappy.” 

She also slammed young 
men who deliberately try to 
make dogs into a ‘weapon’. 

She said: “A lot of those 
young men who have Staffies 
and they quite like them to be 


aggressive but often they do 
not realise that their dog 
could be taken away if it’s 
thought to be dangerous. We 
should monitor who has dogs. 

“Some people are not good 
at looking after animals. We 
have only got to read reports 
from RSPCA after they are not 
properly looked after by own¬ 
ers, which makes dogs nasty.” 

Another topic for readers 
were ‘dog parks’ which pro¬ 
vide a space for dogs to run 
off their lead. 

Cllr Beardsworth added: 
“They would be ideal for 
teaching dogs to socialise in a 
safe environment, but if you 
have a nice-natured dog you 
do not need separate areas. I 
think it would be better to 
have ‘no dog’ areas rather 
than specific areas for dogs.”

We should follow Australia’s lead on dog parks 


AFTER reading your article in last week’s 
Herald and Post regarding wether dogs should 
be let off leads or not, I would like to express 
how delighted I am that this debate has finally 
been raised to the point of appearing in a 
paper. 

I raised this issue with Northampton Borough 
Council more than two years ago, when my 
partner and I returned from a three-year stay 
in Australia, bringing back with us our dog. 

Our concerns were that although our dog is 
in no way aggressive, being a large breed of 
dog at 50kg, anyone seeing him running loose 
or anyone having him run up to them, can be 
intimidated and even frightened, especially 
small children. 

So I enquired as to whether there were any 
designated dog parks around our village where 
we could let him off the lead in the knowledge 
that he was protected by being in a secure 
environment away from vehicles and roads 
and the general public didn’t feel threatened 
or intimidated by his presence. 

The response I had from the council was in 
fact quite negative and that there were no 
such places. 

It was also made clear to us that it was our 
responsibility to ensure our dog behaved cor¬ 
rectly while out in public, (which, being 
responsible dog owners, we do), and further 
more that if our dog should be off the lead and 
kill a sheep or such like in a field, a farmer 
had the right to shoot it! 

Not quite the response I anticipated to the 


Dog parks are a great idea 

YES, I do believe a fenced-off dog activity area 
is an excellent idea, I lived in the USA for a 
long time, and fenced-off areas are used for 
dogs and their walkers there. 

I owned a large breed dog who I took to the 
‘dog parks’ as they are called where I lived in 
California and Nevada, I thoroughly enjoyed 
taking my dog to them, some were quite large, 
others smaller. 

I took my dog to these parks every day for 
several years, not once did I witness a problem 
with dogs fighting, dogs usually get along well 
together when running and playing free, they 
usually sort theirselves out, leads on dogs usu¬ 
ally create a problem especially if only one of 
two dogs meeting up is restrained on a lead. 

Pick-up poop bags were supplied in the parks 
which were attached to the wire fencing, but 
of course dog walkers can provide their own. 

I missed these parks so much when I 
returned to the UK. They are so much better 
and they are also very good for dog owners to 
meet up and socialise and pass on doggy tips 
to each other, as well as our four-legged 
friends. 

Please consider fenced-off dog parks they 
are awesome, and if the area is big enough, a 
smaller enclosed area inside the dog park is 
good for dogs that aren’t so friendly and need 
keeping on their leads or muzzled. 

Dogs have to have somewhere to run, walk¬ 
ing a dog on a lead does not give him or her 
the adequate excersise a dog needs or the 
enjoyment of running free and playing with 
other dogs.

THERE has been an increase 
of 50 per cent in animal cru¬ 
elty and neglect convictions 
across Northamptonshire, 
the RSPCA has announced. 

The RSPCA Prosecutions 
Annual Report shows that 
there were 21 convictions in 
2012, compared to 14 in 2011. 

Included in the prosecutions 
was a 28-year-old Kettering 
man who was convicted at 
Kettering Magistrates’ Court 
of causing unnecessary suffer¬ 
ing to 11 rabbits. 

The man was sentenced to 
eight weeks custody concur¬ 
rent for both offences and dis¬ 
qualified from keeping ani¬ 
mals for five years. 

The court was told the man 
had been left to look after his 
brother and girlfriend’s 11 rab¬ 
bits, two dogs and fish. Six of 
the rabbits died after suffering 
from malnutrition and dehy¬ 
dration. 

RSPCA Chief Executive 
Gavin Grant said: “For us, 
prosecution is always the last 
resort. Our inspectors investi¬ 
gated 150,833 suspected cru¬ 
elty cases and issued 78,090 
advice notices last year - these 
are extremely effective in 
improving the care of animals.

“However if there is evidence 
of a crime and serious animal 
abuse then we will take legal 
action to protect the animals 
and prevent further abuse. 

“We also want to see judges 
taking these offences far more 
seriously. More animals need 
our help than ever before and I 
urge everyone to dig deep and 


give us as much support as you 
can - hold a fundraising event 
during RSPCA Week, volunteer 
for us, or if you are able, please 
give a new home to an aban¬ 
doned or abused animal.

Terminally ill 
woman fears 
for her home

A WOMAN with a terminal illness 
believes the Government’s ‘bed¬ 
room tax’ means she has ‘lost the 
right to die in her own home’. 

Kay Critchlaw, 50, from 
Wellingborough, has emphysema 
and believes she will be dead 
within the next ten years. 

She is angry the Government has 
introduced its new Universal 
Credit to include an ‘under-occu¬ 
pancy’ penalty for council and 
housing association tenants, who 
are considered to have more 
rooms than they need. Currently 
they are allowed to have one spare 
bedroom. 

Miss Critchlaw said: “I will have 
to move at some point in the 
future and I have put my name 
down for a one bedroom bunga¬ 
low. If I get that it will mean I will 
not be able to have anyone to stay 
if I am ill or need help. 

“At the moment I live alone in a 
two bedroom property which I 
will have to pay £600 rent per year 
and an extra £60 for this bedroom 
tax. 

“I am on disability income ben¬ 
efit and if I did not have this I 
would not be able to pay for a 
phone. 

“I am in a terrible state and this 
tax is a dreadful imposition. 

“I have lived here for 13 years

and recently saved enough for 
what I thought would be my first 
holiday in years but that will not 
happen. 

“I have lost my right to die in my 
home.” 

Chairman of Northamptonshire 
Disabled People Against the Cuts, 
John Smith, believes the new tax is 
forcing disabled people out of 
their homes and into smaller 
accommodation. 

He decried the tax as it meant 
thousands of disabled people who 
had spent money upgrading their 
homes will be forced to leave and 
go into one bedroom properties. 

He said: “I don’t know if this will 
be overturned. 

“It could turn out to be like the 
poll tax: can’t pay so won’t pay.”

“The ‘best’ size for a normal household is 
4kW (that is a system that will produce 4000 
watts of electricity at its peak output). The 
reason a 4kW is ideal is that it offers the most 
in terms of payments you receive per unit. 

“If you go over a 4kW system, you get a reduced 
payment per unit and normally this will not make up 
for the extra money you have to spend on the extra 
panels and equipment. Funnily enough, if you have 
the space and money to go for a system which is, say, 
6kW, then the calculations come back inline, even 
though you receive less money per unit, because you 
are generating so many more units than a 4kW system.

MATRIMONIAL, CHILD SUPPORT AND MAINTENANCE 


DIVORCE 


A couple can only start divorce proceedings if they have been married for more than one year. 

For divorce to be granted you must be able to prove that your marriage has irretrievably broken 
down. In order to prove this, you must rely upon one of the following facts: that your spouse has 
committed adultery and you find it intolerable to live with them; that your spouse has behaved 
in such a way that you cannot reasonably be expected to live with them; that your spouse has 
deserted you for a period of at least 2 years; that you and your spouse have been separated for 
at least two years and your spouse consents to the divorce; or that you and your spouse have 
lived apart for at least 5 years. If both parties consent to the divorce then it can usually proceed 
undefended however if your spouse will not agree to the divorce then it may become defended. 

In either case you should consult a solicitor for advice and support. 

PRE-NUPTIAL 

When planning to marry or enter into a civil partnership, a pre-nuptial agreement is something 
worth considering depending on your circumstances. A pre-nuptial agreement sets out what you 
and your future spouse or civil partner agree should happen in relation to your finances if your 
relationship breaks down and you separate. Pre-nuptial agreements are now much more common 
but are not yet legally binding. However, the courts do take them into consideration, providing that 
there have been no significant events such as the birth of children or serious illness. 

CHILD MAINTENANCE 

When a couple who have children separate, the absent parent is usually required to pay child 
maintenance to the parent with care. The sum that is payable will vary depending upon the absent 
parent’s income, the number of children and the number of nights that the child/children spend with 
the absent parent. The Child Support Agency (CSA), or the Child Maintenance Service (CMS) for 
some new cases, will assess the amount of money which the absent parent should pay towards 
the upkeep of his or her child/children. If you contact a solicitor they will be able to provide you 
with an indication of the amount that you may receive.

Mike Oldfield’s Tubular Bells was released on 
25th May 1973 by newly formed Virgin Records, 
and the album reached No.1 in charts around the 
world, selling in excess of 15 million copies. 

Much of its early success lying in the support 
from John Peel who played the album in its 
entirety on Radio 1. 

The music was used in the 2012 London

NEW CAR REVIEW 

SEAT Ibiza Cupra 


SPANISH FLY 


The SEAT Ibiza Cupra has never quite attracted the same following as Cupra 
versions of its bigger brother, the Leon. Perhaps this one can change all that. Andy 
Enright reports. 

Although there is ‘just’ a 1.4-litre direct injection engine under the Ibiza’s bonnet, 
it’s got both a turbocharger and a supercharger bolted to it, so you have 180PS 
and 250Nm under your right boot and not very much weight in the nose. The TSI 
powerplant is genuinely tiny. Open the bonnet and it looks lost but it does sound 
big thanks to a sound actuator in the exhaust system that gives a breathy bass tone 
when you tread on the throttle hard. The Cupra will scuttle 
top 62mph in just 6.9 seconds, so it’s genuinely quick for a 
supermini-based GTI, and it’ll run on to a top speed of 
I42mph. It’s helped to that excellent sprint time 
by its standard DSG seven-speed twin-clutch 
transmission and you can either leave it to 
do its own thing or you can bang in the 
shifts with the wheel-mounted paddles. 

The chassis of the Ibiza Cupra has been 
given a bit of a working over too. The 
ride height has been lowered compared 
to the standard car, and an optional AP 
Performance braking system is available, 
offering serious stopping power. An XDS 
electronic differential lock reduces the tendency to understeer 
and improves handling through fast corners. Compared to 
something like a Suzuki Swift Sport, the SEAT is a more serious, 
aggressive thing, un-frightened by the prospect of rivals like Peugeot’s 208 GTI or 
Renaultsport’s Clio. 


This Ibiza Cupra is quite different to that which has gone before. Every other 
Ibiza Cupra has been a bit portly but this latest car is very different. It’s taut and 
looks gym-honed, the sheet metal stretched keenly over its compact shape. 

The front end gets a broad grille and very aggressive air intake combo, with 
standard fit bi-xenon lights providing the dress jewellery. LED daytime running 
lights trace the line of the headlamps to deliver an eye-catching light signature, 
as do the LED rear lights. The bi-xenon headlamp technology delivers strong 
illumination, while cornering lights are integrated into the large fog lamps. 

You’d be right in thinking there’s a real payoff with that 1.4-litre TSI engine in 
terms of economy. If we take that Corsa VXR as a benchmark, it’ll return some 
pretty good figures - 38.7mpg on the combined fuel consumption cycle for 
example. You wouldn’t be unhappy with that for a focused sports hatch would 
you? But SEAT would be. Choose the Ibiza and you’re looking at 47.9mpg as a 
combined cycle return. That’s not just a few clicks better. It’s more than 26 per 
cent better than the Vauxhall. And this Ibiza’s quicker too. Did I mention that? 

Residual values will no doubt be buoyed up as a result. The market for 
performance cars these days might look a little flat in the mid ranges but it’s still 
very strong at the top end and also at the bottom, where cars like this SEAT Ibiza 
Cupra retain a strong appeal to those who want thrills without the bills. 

The market into which the SEAT Ibiza Cupra finds itself pitched is 
in a state of flux. Some traditional big hitters are just being 
phased out or are only now finding their feet and as a 
result, the Cupra, which always used to be a bit-part 
player, suddenly emerges as a really strong contender 
for your money. With a genuinely impressive turn 
of speed, amazing efficiency and the added bonus 
of that delightful DSG transmission, the Cupra is a 
real draw. 


SEAT has been given the hand-me-downs from 
the Volkswagen empire for a long time now, so it’s 
refreshing to see it turn a corner and start producing 
cars which stand up to the harshest scrutiny. The company needs vehicles like the 
Ibiza Cupra if it’s to pay its way. And your job, gentle reader, is to reward it with 
your patronage when it transforms an also-ran into a contender for class leader.

THERE is very much a family feel 
to life at Franklin’s Gardens these 
days, thanks in no small part to 
the two sets of brothers plying 
their trade for Northampton 
Saints. 

Samoan internationals George 
and Ken Pisi have grabbed much of 
the limelight for bringing some of 
their Pacific Island flair to the 
Saints back line, but there are two 
other as-yet less heralded siblings 
doing the dirty work in the front 
row. 

Alex Waller has been a regular 
fixture in the Northampton first 
team for the last two-and-a-half 
seasons and the loose-head prop 
has younger brother Ethan, who 
plays in the same position, snap¬ 
ping at his heels. 

“The Saints have always been a 
good family club, even without 
brothers,” said Alex. “But there are 
a couple of sets of brothers now 
and it’s like ‘Bring Your Family To 
Work Day’. I don’t speak to him too 
much at the club, but we catch up 
at the weekend and it’s all good. 

“There will always be a cheap 
shot here and there [in training], 
but it’s all friendly banter.” 

While Alex has been busy helping 
Northampton into the Premiership 
semi-finals and preparing for the 
final regular season game away to 
Harlequins on Saturday, Ethan has 
been out on loan with 
Championship side Moseley, gain¬ 
ing valuable experience in the dark 
arts of forward play from some 
battle-hardened veterans.

“Playing there at 20 years old, you 
get some big old boys who have 
played a lot of Premiership rugby 
and have a lot of experience.

The squad spent time going 
through the different field place¬ 
ments and tactics to be adopted 
for slower balls, death and new 
ball bowling. But while it may 
sound like a fun, novel approach, 


there was serious intent behind it. 

“If we’re going to invest proper 
time in it, you’ve got to go into 
some detail,” said Ripley. “It’s all 
in the bank and we’ve got to try 
and pull it out at the right time, 
and then back it up with our skills. 

“There is a difference between 
not executing your skills properly, 
which I believe we can cater for if 
we’re trying to do the right thing 
at the right time, and trying to get 
rid of the maverick kind of things, 
or not being prepared or recognis¬ 
ing the time to try things.” 

Northants are currently in 
Canterbury playing Kent in their 
fourth County Championship 
game of the season, which began 
yesterday, before taking a break 
from four-day cricket for the first 
two YB40 matches of the season. 


The matches against 
Nottinghamshire and Sussex 
Sharks will see Alex Wakely lead 
the Steelbacks for the first time 
since being appointed as limited 
overs captain in the winter, and 
Daggett hopes their preparation 
will aid both Wakely and the 
team’s decision making.

AIDY Boothroyd knows what it is like 
to experience both the agony and the 
ecstasy the play-offs can bring. 

He famously guided Watford to an 
unexpected triumph in the 
Championship play-off in 2006 and 
two years later had the heartache of a 
semi-final defeat as the Hornets aimed 
to go back up at the first attempt fol¬ 
lowing relegation from the Premier 
League. 

His spell in charge of Colchester 
United also saw them narrowly miss 
out on a place in the 2009-10 League 
One play-offs, but he now has the 
chance to recreate the winning formu¬ 
la with Northampton Town after taking 
them from battling against relegation 
to promotion contenders. 

However, Boothroyd is taking just as 
much from those near misses as he is 
the successful campaign from seven 
years ago heading into the first match 
of the two-leg semi-final at home to 
Cheltenham Town tonight. 

“I think sometimes the negative expe¬ 
riences can be good for you because 
they give you a look at both sides of the 
coin,” said Boothroyd. “I can also tell 
you what it’s like to drop out of the 
play-offs on the last day and that’s not 
very nice either. 

“All of those experiences I have had, 
the things that have worked and not 
worked, have stood me in good stead 
and will do in the future because I 
know what it is like to be in this situa¬ 
tion and what is required.” 

Northampton have experienced a 
remarkable turnaround since 
Boothroyd took over in November 2011. 

They spent much of last season bat¬ 
tling to avoid dropping out of the 
Football League, but are now eyeing a 
place in League One. 


The manager stated the Cobblers 
have only achieved his minimum 
requirement of reaching the play-offs 
and striker Roy O’Donovan, who played 
under Boothroyd during his ill-fated 
spell in charge of Coventry City, is not 
surprised by his ambition. 

“Knowing Aidy, he wouldn’t have 
expected anything less or have accept¬ 
ed it,” said O’Donovan. 

“I knew we were going to be challeng¬ 
ing in the top half and they were just 
outside the play-offs when I came here. 

“It has been a fairly good finish to the 
season, but Cheltenham is going to be a 
really big test for us. 

“He has the experience of doing it and 
he’ll be wanting us to do the business 
over two legs. All of the players he has 
brought in are of a similar mindset - 
they want to play at a higher level and 
will give it everything to get there.” 

A place in the Wembley final against 
either Bradford City or Burton Albion is 
the reward for the victor. And although 
Boothroyd admits it will be difficult to 
better the success with Watford, that 
previous triumph is what is driving 
him to ensure Northampton do not 
miss out. 

“I don’t think I’ll ever top that in that 
your first promotion is the best, 
because you remember it forever, your 
kids remember it and everybody asso¬ 
ciated with you remembers it,” said 
Boothroyd. “But also I haven’t forgot¬ 
ten the times you don’t make the finals, 
and they can be pretty difficult and 
stay with you for a long time. 

“Between the massive high and the 
massive low is the drive that keeps you 
going and pushing for the ups in the 
game because when they come along, 
you’ve got to make sure you enjoy 
them.”

“I sparred with Lee Haskins

he is a class above anyone else I 
have been in with,” said Lane. 

“I got a text from him last week 
saying he needed a sparring part¬ 
ner and I’ve been down in Bristol 
doing ten and 12 rounds with Lee. 
I’ve seen an improvement in my 
own performance and I’ve learnt a 
lot from him.” 

Lane had not been expecting to 
fight so soon after his last fight as 
his boxing license was due to 
expire and he feared his medicals 
were also set to run out. However, 
he has been able to renew his 
license and went for a final doctor’s 
check-up yesterday. 


Along with being Haskins’ spar¬ 
ring partner, Lane has been keep¬ 
ing his fitness levels up and feels in 
good condition ahead of his four- 
rounder on Friday night. 

The former Far Cotton Boys ama¬ 
teur is now aiming to put the loss 
against Wale, where he was leading 
on the referee’s scorecard going 
into the fateful ninth round, 
behind him once and for all. 

That performance and a draw 
with Gavin McDonnell, who is set 
for a British title shot after beating 
Paul Economides last month, have 
given Lane encouragement he can 
compete with the top bantam¬ 
weight boxers in the country. 

First he must overcome Ancliff, 
who has proved a durable oppo¬ 
nent throughout his career and has 


shared a ring with top prospects 
such as Kid Galahad and Jamie 
McDonnell. 

But having also been in with 
some of the country’s best up-and- 
coming fighters, which he consid¬ 
ers himself one of, Lane is feeling 
confident going into the fight and 
believes a stoppage win is there for 
the taking.

But while the thought of 
reaching Wembley to face either 
Bradford City or Burton Albion for a 
place in League One is in the back 
of his mind, the 20-year-old is well 
aware the Cobblers must first beat 
Cheltenham Town over two legs, 
the first of which is tonight at home. 

“We’re not really talking about it 
yet; we’ve got to take each game as 
it comes,” said Nicholls. “We’re not 
even there yet so we shouldn’t real¬ 
ly be talking about it that much. 


“The first thing is we need to take 
the game on Thursday first, see 
what the result is and then know 
the plan for Sunday.” 

It is 16 years since Northampton 
made their first appearance at 
Wembley, with John Frain scoring a 
93rd minute free kick to give them a 
1-0 win over Swansea City in the old

Future signing George North, who 
will move to Northampton from 
Welsh regional side Scarlets in the 
summer, was also included and 
Hartley is delighted to have the 
opportunity to represent the Lions. 

“For it to actually happen is quite 
surreal,” said Hartley. “I was very 
aware that the squad was being 
announced at 11 o’clock, which was 
the same time that training was 
starting, and lim Mallinder came up 
and whispered it into my ear that I’d 
been selected. 

“I’m very humbled. It’s the pinnacle 
of rugby, and it hasn’t really sunk in 
yet. I’m just happy that the sleepless 
nights are over now. I’d put a lot of 
pressure on myself to try and make it, 
but it’s out of your hands and it’s the 
coaches who are the ones who pick 
the squad.” 

Hartley’s inclusion means 
Northampton have been represented 
on six consecutive Lions tours, 
although the decision not to include 
back row Tom Wood as well may have 
come as a surprise to some after his 
impressive form for both club and 
country this season.
